FREDERICK,  THE  WISE 

Frederick  1 1 1 of  Saxony,  called  “the 
Wise’’,  succeeded  his  father  as  Elec- 
tor of  Saxony  in  I486.  He  was  one 
of  the  princes  who  urged  the  need 
of  reform  on  the  German  king  Maxi- 
milian I in  the  15th  century.  He 
was  a friend  and  supporter  of  Mart- 
in Luther,  and  protected  him  when 
he  was  attacked  by  enemies  of  the 
Reformation.  In  1519  Frederick  the 
Wise  assisted  in  securing  the  elec- 
tion of  Charles  V to  his  position  and 
retired  to  Langau  where  he  died  in 
1525.  This  thaler  is  an  excellent 
German  Renaissance,  and  shows  the
